Except in a 
Tew States, the result of no general election 
indicates what may oceur in an off year, and 
the result in an off year does not indicate the 
fesult ofa general election.

Commencing Nov. 1, the residents of 
Carondelet will have free access to the Pub- 
lic Library and be able to draw a py bro 
contained therein without being obliged to 
come up iato the city. For a number of 
years past there has been a branch of the 
Public Library in the Blow school, in Caron- 
delet, where about 2,000 wel selected, volumes
